Body Discovered in a 
Trunk. 


His Former Boon Companion 
Missing for Several Days. 


The Dead Man Identified as O. 
Arthur Preller of England. 


The Supposed Murderer Registered as 
Walter H. Lennox-Maxwell, M. D., 
London, Eugland— How the Horrible 
Facts Were First Brought to Light 
Descriptions of the Two Men Who 
Figured in the Tragedy Property 
Valued at Nearly $1,000 Left Behind 
in the Flight—A Mystery Which 
Bafiles Police and Detectives. 


At about 10:30 o'clock this merning a sensational 
discovery, which brought to light what bears all the 
evidences of being a case of cold-bicoded murder 
and remarkably bold and ingenious concealment, 
was made at the Southern Hote! by a trunk dealer, 
who had been engaged to open the trunk of an En- 
glisamas which had been taken trom the room he 
occupied and placed m one of the store-rooms. 
Tus Eng.jsuman jn question, according to the signa- 
ture which be placed on the hotel register on the 
morning of March 31, was named Walter H. Len- 
nox-Maxwell, M. D.. andthe room wnica he occu- 
pied and from which the trunk had been taken was 
No. 144. It had been thus removed because, while 
be had paid for bis first @eek's board, ue had dis- 
appeared subsequently without paying. While oae 
of the porters was handling the trunk he was struck 
by the extraordivarily offensive odor which eman- 
ated from it and notified Mr. Eugene L. Hunt, the 
clerk on duty, of the suspicious circumstance, Mr. 
Hunt gave orders that the trunk sh ould be opened, 
but none of the porters felt equal to the job and 
the services of Mr. Charles Bieger, the 
trunk dealer at No. 16 B. Broad - 
way. were callod into requisition. 
Mr. Begger dia as desired, and when he raised the 
lid of the trunk the knees of an almost nude dead 
man followed so quickly that he had to dodge w.th 
his head to evade an unpleasant contact with the 
corpse. It was not this circumstance which caused 
Mr. Begger to shut the trunk again as soon as pos- 
sible, but rather the sickening odor which flilea the 
room the moment the lid was raised A scene of 
intense excitemect followed. Several of the clerks, 
porters and chambermaids had gathered from 
curiosity to see the tuink opened and 
TH E HORRIBLE SIGHT 
which greeted their view caused a very 
quick adjournment. The police were at once 
notified of the occurrence, and in. a few minutes 
the Chestnut street station hoodlum wagon arrived 
and carried the trunk and its contents, together 
with another trunk and his valises, also removed 
from room 144, to the Four 
few minutes later Chief of Detectives Burke and 
Detective William Desmond arrived at tne Southern 
and began an investigation. Reporters of the 
Post-DispaTca were already on the scene, busily en- 
| gaged ia eliciting facts froin such of the hotel em- 
p-oyes as were likely to be able to throw light upon 
the mystery. 
The first thing done was to ascertain sometbing 
of the personnel of the occupant of room 44, from 
which the trunk and its hideous contents had been 
taken. Mr. Hunt turned up the register at the date, 
March 381. and showed the entry in the angular, 
nervous hand affected by Englishmen of education, 
„Walter H. Lennox-Maxwell, M. D., London, En- 
gland.“ He said that the gentleman was of rather 
under the medium size—say 5 feet 7 to 5 feet 8 
“T have no idea what bis business was further than 
what was is indicated in his signature. He was, I 
think, pretty fond of his drink, and the 
last day he was here, Which, if 
remember right was Thursday, be 
had a couple of bottles of champagne sent to his 
room.” 
“Do you think that that is his body in the trunk?’ 
“I cannot form any idea on the subject.” 
“Don't you know when he left the house?" 
do not, He came here on the 3d, and at the 
end of his first week paid his bill. He disappeared 
i from view some time later, exactly when I cannot 
say." 
“Did he have any acquaintances?” 
„Only one that I know of. On the morning of 
April 8 be received a telegram from C. Arthur

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banged. Several young men told the police this 
morning that Maxwell had accosted them on 
the street and had endeavored to force their ac- 
quaintance. 
Te men both disappeared about the same time; it 
must have been about four or five days ago.” 
At this moment the reporter's attention was 
called to the fact that D-tectives Burke «and Des- 
mond were about to pay a visit to the room former- 
ly occupied by Mr. Preller. He accompanied them 
and one of the hotel porters was detailed to assist 
them. As the rocm was entered the porter made 
the remark: This is the smallest room that I ever 
knew apn Englishman to take who was as wealthy as 
Mr. Preller must have been.” 
“How do you know he was wealthy?” 
“Five heavy trunks, two valises anda hat box,” 
the porter replied, waving his hand around at the 
room's contents. He hefted the trunks 
one by one, and then remarked, 
“That man traveled with 450 pounds of extra 
baggace, the extra charge on which must have 
amounted to considerably more than his tickets.“ 
The reporter examined the outside of the five 
trunks, which were of the solid leather, English 
variety, and found them marked with the labels of 
the Cunard Steamship Company, the “Continental 
Hotel, Philadelphia,“ showing that he occupied 
room 186 there on March 26 and the Rossin House, 
Toronto. Uponthe mantel weretwo newspapers, 
dated April 8 and 4 respectively. The 
ABSENT Max's RUBBER COAT 
hung upon a peg next to the door. His hat-box was 
opened and the hat stood where it had last been 
left inthe bureau. His sponge baz and a couple of 
pairs of gloves lay on one of thetrunks. Mr. Des- 
mond e k upa blotter which had been used, and, 
holding it against the bureau mirror, read the 
words: P. O. drawer 1331. Mr. Burke ope ed one 
of the trunks, which was found to be full of music 
books and bound music, The bound books were of 
leather, and each bore the name C. Arthur 
Preller,” printed in gilt lett@rs, contents of this 
trunk being valued at several hundred dollars, and 
showing conclusively that the owner must have 
been a man of wealth as well as culture. While 
the detectives were making their investigation a 
chambermaid drew near, and made the remark: 
“That bed has not been occupied since last Thurs 
day.“ The detectives, after a searching, superficial 
examina ion of the trunks and other things in the 
room, decided not to open the rest of the trunks 
untilthey had been sent to the Four Courts, and 
the contents of the rooms were removed for that 
purpose. 

| ‘THE TRUNK-MAKER'S STORY. 
From one of the employes of the hotel a Post- 
Disrarog reporter heard that Char es Bieger, the 
trunk-dealer who had opened the trunk containing 
the dead body, had, a few days ago, sold to a per- 
son believed to be Mr. Maxwell the very trunk in 
which the body was discovered. A call was at 
once mate at Mr. Bieger's store. where he told the 
following story, which was corroborated by his 
clerk: 
„At about 6:45 o'clock, Monday before last, a 
gentieman, evidently an Englishman, called 
here and purchased A couple of 
trunks, He said that he wanted 
something not too dear, but at the same time 
strong. I showed bim a $16 trunk, but he said that 
was too dear. He finally purchased a paper-cov- 
ered packing trunk at $5 50. Then he bought a 
canvas-covered trunk at 811 and a pair of straps, 
Later in the day be called again ane purchased 
a canvas-covered $5 satchel.“ 
“What sort of a looking man was he?” 
„He was a short man and spoke like an English- 
man. He said that he had iots of clothes and 
would not take along the trays of either of 
the trunks. Since I come to ro- 
member it he did not buy 
the two straps when he came in the morning but 
came back in three quarters of an hour and got 
them.” 
“The trunk the body was found in was not one 
purchased from you?" 
“No.” 
“Was it an English trunk?” 
“No; it was an American-made trunk? It had not 
been on the road more three weeks,” 
Could a human body have been placed in one of 
the trunks purchased with the tray in posi- 
tion?” 
“No, it could not 
“Did the man you found in the trunk look like the 
one you sold the trunks to that Monday morn- 
ing?” 
“I oan'tsay. I did have a good look at it, but the 
body was so decomposed that it would be impos- 
sible to tell. It seemed to be a man with black hair. 
There was no tray inthe trunk which I opened this

“Did the man who bought the trunks seem to 


have much money?” 
“Lots of it. He hada big bundle of bills, and I 


taken to. the Morgue, another trunk, 


Fac-Simile of the Inscription in Trunk, from Tracing Made by Post 
Dispatch Artist.

edge of the 
examined, but no trace of any sealing 
material could be discovered, although it was ex- 
pected that some would be found. The trunk has 
an arched top, traversed by two black strips cor- 
responding to those on the sides. A more 
repulsive sight was never presented at 
the Morgue than that shown when the 


was staggered by the concentrated 
that issued from the trunk. This pervaded the 
Morgue building and offices so that for some min- 
utes it was impossible to stand near it. The doors 
were thrown open and deodorizers lavishly spread 
about the room by Superintendent Ryan and his 
assistants. The body was allowed to remain in the 
trunk, as illustrated by the cut, until viewed by 
Deputy Coroner Hennessy. It lay crammed in with 
the toes of the feet crushed against the 
bottom asd side, with the shoulder blades resting 
against the opposite end. To fit the corpse to its 
narrow bounds the limbs were spread and pressed 
to the back and front sides of the box. The only 
garment of the corpse was a pair of drawers, which 


were folded up above the  discolered 
knees. head was packed down 
towards one corner, leaning over the 


left shoulder. Not a feature was recognizable 
asthe body lay in this coffin. The discolored, 
swollen tongue forced its way out betweaꝑ the purg- 
ing black lips, and bung down toward ot. ide of 
the chin. The right eibow leaned on the bottom of. 
the trunk while the left arm lay across the body. 
Two intersecting cuts or slits gaped over 
the apex of the breast bone, but on first ex- 
amination it could not be positively said 
whether these were superficial or extended into the 
cavity of the chest and had been tizhtly closed in 
the processes of putrefaction. Just beside the head, 
pasted to the end of the trunk, a piece of unruled 
white paper 5}4x7 inches was pasted, bearing the 
following inscription: “So perish all traitors to 
the great cause.” 

The only mam on the exterior of the trunk was the 
four letters W. H. L. M.“ in square bold-face 
black letters 116 inches high. These initials corre- 
spond with the registration in the office, Walter H. 
Lennox Maxwel, M. D., London. Iny.“ The lining 
of the trunk was white, with pale bfue spots, 

PRELLER S TRUNK.S 

Freller's trunks were also taken to the Four 
Courts, These were ofavery different quality 
from the cheap ones owned by Maxwell. On each 
the name of C A. Preiler, London, England, was 
engraved, while the material of which the trunk 
was made was fine leather. 

Mr. Prelier’s passports were the first papers 
lighted upon here. They were two in number, one 
issued in 1878, authoring him to travel in Russia, 
vised by the Russian Ambassador in London. The 
other issued in 183 by Lord Granville, 
authorizing Preller to travel in Spain, 
Mexico and the United States. 
This one is vised by the Spanish authorities. In 
both be is described asa British subject. A large 
quantity of cartridges, suitable for a Winchester 
rifle, were in his valise, some of them loose and 
some in a box, the box being queerly burned at one 
corner, as though one of ‘he cartridges had 
exploded within the box. Mr. Preller 
had a box full of gummed labels 
blank, very much like those, which are used by 
entomologists and the like for attaching the name 
to specimens. Preller's toilet appointments were 
of the finest. His brushes, soaps and traveling-bag 
were costly and nice. There was in every possible 
direction evinced the signs of wealth and comfort 
avout Mr. Preller’s belongings. - 

WHAT THEY CONTAINED. 

In an examination of thetrunks left by C. A. 
Preller, and marked ©. A. P., two were found to be 
filed with samples of furniture fluishings, tapestry, 
rugs, ete. A bundle of letters from Prelier to the 
firm of J. H. Dixon, Bradford, Yorkspire, on busi- 
ness matters, was also found, as well asthe ad- 
dresses of several carpet firms in this city. A card 
plate reading C. A. Prelier, 4 Abcnurch Lane, Lon- 
don, Eng.. was also found. 

THE OTHER TRUNKS. 
After the trunk containing the body had been 
with 
carvolic acid, was taken out of room aad 
brought down stairs. A curious crowd gathered 
around it, speculating as to whether or not another 
mystery was hidden therein. A reporter accom- 
panied the trunk to the Four Courts, where, after 
some difficulty, it was forced open. The 
tray in this trunk was too short for it, aud Detect- 
ive Sheetan stated that it would fit the trunk in 
wuicu the body was found. In tuis tray was heaped 
up in tue wiidest confusion neckties’ gloves, collars, 
at leust half a dusen inkstands, and pavers. One of 
these bundles of papers was a lot of civil services ex- 
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‘books, 
Maawall,” to pome of which wore added „X. N. C. 
* A pencil-written diploma from the Royal! Ool- 
wee of Burgeons was found, io which Maxwell had 
alterations and in- 
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Marsiand for some medics! instruments, amounting 
mm value to £1 85 was lying tn a case ot instruments.

street, Liverpool. Other papers went to show that 
Maxwell had come to this country on the steamer 
Cephalonia. The other contents of the trunk were 
gloves, a screen for a magic lantera, a sorrento 
saw frame, and a great many patterns for sorrento 
‘ work, aud several boxes of stereoscopic views, ap 
Hy parently intended to illustrate a lecture on America 

Several beginnings of stories written tn lead pen- 
cll were to be found none of which ran over a page 
or two in length, nor were they calculated to throw 
any light on the mystery. 
Maxwell gives his address in our place as “14,Paper 
Buildings, Temple, London.” An envelope in his

* He said afterwards that he would see me the next 
Gat night at six o'clock dinner, and that after dinner 
; we would go to his room with his friend and have 
something to drink and smoke, The uext night he 
failed to show up, however, and I have never seen 
him since.“ 

“Did be ever intimate where he was going to 
from St. Louis?” 

“Yes. He said that he intended visiting 
Ban Francisco. The last place be stopped at be- 
fore coming to St. Louis was the St. Charles Hotel, 
New Orleans. Most of the trunks are marked with 
Prelier’s initials, and although he said the least he 
appeared to be the monied man of the two and 
more important." 

MAGGIE CUDDABY, 
the chambermaid who cleaned up the room 144 in 
which the trunks were found says: 

“There was a man continually in Dr. Maxwell's 
company. I don't know Mr. Preller and can't say 


whether he was the person not. The 
doctor's friend was nearly six feet 
in height and very slender. His 


hair, complexion and eyes were very dark; mus- 
and biack. He wore his bair parted in 

the middle and was a regular dude. He was about 

* 5 years old and dressed in a light, small checked 
suit. He was with the Doctor every day for over a 
week, or during the entire time they stayed in the 


house.” 
IT 18 PRELLER. 

Chief of Detectives Burke, after making an ex- 
amination of the rooms at the Southern, said: “I 
think that the dead man is C. A. Preller, who ar- 
rived at the hotei on the $d inst., and that he was 
. killed by Maxwell. who registered here on the gust 
of March. The murder took place in Maxwell's 
room, No, iv4, and the crunk in which the body 
was stored was one which Maxwell brought with him 
from the East. On last Tuesday he bought 
the second trunk found in nis room, at a store on 
Broadway near Wa)fiut street, Into this he trans- 
ferred the bobs. clothing, papers, instruments, 

phic views, etc., probably in a great 
Hurry, as they were found in confusion. He also 
placed the tray of his old trunk in this to give him 
more room to pack the body in. His intention then 


was probably to remove this trunk, 
which could pass out of the hotel 
with the least suspicion. There was 


danger of discovery of course at any minute and 
om thie account he decamped. The best descrip- 
‘tion of the man is given by the attaches of the 
house. To avoid discovery he went away without 
taking any of his effects with him. Ihave no idea 
what prompted the murder. I found a black stiff 
hat with a large break in it as if it had been struck 
a violent blow. but at the same 
time the body gives evidence of death from poison- 
ing. It is certain that the men were intimate, and 
that Preller spent a great deal of time in Maxwell's 
room. Possibly the acquaintance dated back to 
London, England. We will make a close search of 
the effects of the den now, to find what we can 
about their antecedents." : 
THE DEAD MAN'S DESCRIPTION. 
Tuts afternoon the body was exposed on a slab in 
the exhibition room for further identification with 
the following description given by Superintendent 
Ryan: “The deceased was about 5 feet 9 inches in 
height, weighing about 170 pounds, black hair, eyes 
of a brown color, wore white knit drawers, no other 
Glothing came with the body. The deceased was 
about 22 or 23 years old. The body is very much 
decomposed, has been dead ten or twelve days, 
tongue protruding, large blisters on both legs. There 
is a cross cut into the flesh on the breast.” 
FURTHER IDENTIFICATION. 

Mr. Bieger, the trunkmaker who opened the 
trunk, was seen later by a Post-Drspaton reporter 
and said that, while he would like to again see the 
straps which were around the trunk containing the 
murdered man, before he would talk on the subject, 
he was certain that they were the same ones which 
he sold on Monday morning to his English visitor. 
He was sbown by the reperter the portrait ot Mr. 
Preller, and at once said: That w the man I found 
in the trunk this morning.”

CAN BE TRACED BY HIS HAT. 

A reporter cailed on Mr. Duff of Hart & Duff, and 
asked him if he recollected sending Dr. Maxwell to 
Hi kman’s barber shop on Monday, April6. “I 
only sent one man to Hickman'’s barber shop and 

at was a Mr. Tewfik.” 

“No, this was Dr. Maxwell, who said you sent him 
here. 

“Was your man an Englishman?’ 

Wes. 

“Then I guess it was the same man. It must have 
been. This man came here on Monday, April 6.” 
Mr. Duff referred to his memoranda and got 
the exact date. He boucht a high crease crown 
light colored hat, six and three-quarters size, a lit- 
tle darker than snuff color. He told me that he 
wanted to look like a Yankee, and he asked me if 
that hat wouldn't aul che bill. I said 1 thought it 
would and asked him if he wasn't an Englishman. 

“Yes,” said he, Lam an English officer in the 
Egyptian service.“ a 

Here buying horses?" 

“Oh no, we have horses enough, I am here on 
other business, and I rad are to attract atten- 
tion.” . 

“Iasked bim hivhame, and be told me it was 
‘Tewfik.’ He lied it out for the clerk, and I told 
the clerk athe time that I didn't believe that that 
was his name. You see, 1 questioned him ciosely, 
and 1 thought he was just throwing me off his 
track, because be didn’t want to talk. He said be 
wanted to get his hair cut, and I directed him to go 
to Hickman's, and say Isent him. He is the only 
man I have sent there fora long time. There is 
one thing which is ceriain—he is wearing a hat the 
like of which cannot be duplicated in America. 
It is the last one of an invoice 
which I got a long time ago, and which sold very 
slowly. It is marked onthe leatheron the inside 
‘Herald. Hart & Duff, St. Louis.“ and is the only 
new hatin America with that mark. To that J 
could swear.” 

THE LATEST THEORY. 

It is now believed by those who have studied this 
mysterious tragedy most closely, that Dr. Maxwel! 
chioroformed and killed Mr.Preller on Sunday even- 
ing, April 5. It is known where he bought the 
drug, and his hurry upon that occasion was nota- 
ble. On the next day be disguised himself by 
changing bis beard and buying clothes which would 
make him look like a Yankee, and since April 6 no 
man in St. Louis has seen him. 

ISTTA HOAX? 

Some of the detectives were at first inclined to 
believe that the body had been placed in the trunk 
by some medical student with a view of playmg a 
ghastly joke upon the community, but this theory 
of the case has now been abandoned by all. 
Chief of Detectives Burke, said to a reporter 
“It is a foul murder, and nothing less. The man 
in the trunk was killed in the room. The marks 
of his blood are there yet. Hereis a trunk strap 
with biood on it yet; the idea that it could be a 
hoax is absolutely absurd. No, this was a murder.“ 

“What do youthink of the placard in the trunk. 
‘So perish all traitors to the great cause?" 

“That may or may not be a clew. It may be a 
deliberate attempt to make us believe that the 
murder was a political assassination, while it is a 
murder for money. 

“OF course, ali that can be done to run the crimi- 
nal down will be dome?" 

“Surely. The man must not escape. Everything 
that can be done will be done to run him down 
The public may depend on that.” 

The value of the articles in the trunks will run 
over $700. It is hardly to be believed 
that these would be abandoned, if the 
perpetrators of the grim tragedy were medical 
students, intent upon fooling the city. In a word 
any theory except a frightful murder bas 
been committed is not tenable fora moment. The 
questions for the police to answer are: Who did the 
killing? Who was killed? And why was it done?

The Russians Reported to Have Ad- 
vanoed to Maurchak. 


England Annoyed and Impatient 
atthe Premier’s Concilia- 
tory Course. 


British Preparations for War Continue 
‘With Increased Vigor—Turkey Declines 
an Active Alliaace With Either England 
er Russia—The Ameer Consents to the 
Passage of British Troops Through At. 
ghanistan. 


Lowpow, April 14—In an interview with Earl 
Granville, Fehmi Pasha said the Porte was unwilling 
to enter into an active alliance with either England 
or Russia. It @ reported that Ear! Granville pro- 
tested against the adoption of a neutral policy im- 
plying the closing of the Bosporus to English men- 
of-war. The Government has received a telegram 
from the English agent at Meshed, stating that it is 
rumored among the Afghans that the Russians are 
at Maruchak. 

ENGLISH IMPATIENCE.

Declares War Inevitable.

Wasninotor, D. ©. April 14.—Vice-Admiral 
Rowan said to the Post-Dispatca correspondent 
this morning that it looked very much like war be- 
ing declared between England and Russia, although 
no one knew what Russian diplomacy might accom- 
plish. In his opinion the marriage of the Duke of 
Edinburgh and the Crar's sister would not avail 
much in the interest of peace, because the Duke 
was not liked by the English, principally on ac- 
count of his alliance with Russia through his wife. 
Russia was more warlike than England, and 
could probably put more available fght- 
ing men in the field but for the 
fact that it was considerably hampered 
by a lack of funds. The English forces, although 
smaller than the Russian, were better discip!ined, 
and some of them could not be defeated. But an- 
other grave question which would confront England 
would bethe jealousy of the Afghans towards 
foreign troops. It would be a strange spectacie if 
England would be forced to fight its way through 
its own allies to get at Kussia, and this was one of

ealled for, to say the least. He had met the Duke 
in the West Indies when be was in command of an 
English frigate, and the impression he formed. after 
becoming acquainted with him, was that he was an 
affable, accomplished gentleman, and one who was 
a credit to any nation or people.

A Wrangle in the Illinois Legislature Over 
Pay-Roll Disclosures. 
By Telegrawh to the F. Dua. 

SprinGFie.n, III. . April 14.—West's special com- 
mittee to investigate the pay - rolls of the House, 
reported to-day that Speaker Haines has exceeded 
his authority in the appointment of employes, and 

nded the discharge of ffifteen pages, six 
policemen, sixty janitors, wo Clerks, one superin- 
tendent of ventilaticn, two proof-readers and 
eleven committee cierks; and that all the other em- 
ployes arbitrarily discharged by the speaker be re- 
instated atfull pay. A comparison of the expenses 
of the present General Assembly with the Thirty 
Third General Assembly was made by the commit- 
tee, showing that for the same number of days 
of the present session—eighty—the expenses of the 
House exceeded those of the previous session by 
$2,948. Haines left the speaker's chair and de- 
fended his pay-roll by charging that unnecessary 
employes were appointed at the solicitation of mem- 
bers, and that the chairman of the Investigating 
Committee. Dill himself, had sought the appoint- 
ment of eight employes. He went for Dill without 
gloves, and said Dill would never succeed Bill’ 
Morrison in Congress by such a course, Dill re- 
plied at length, calling Haines a political nonde- 
script, and said if Haines charged him (Dill) with 
asking the appointment of any person, illegally, that 
he was a liar and a scoundrel. 

THE JOINT SESSION.

VANDERBILT'S WEALTH. 


The Enormous Accumulation of the 
Chief Millionaire of the Day. 
Correspondence Indianapolis Journal. 
His fortune was at one time placed at as high 


as $200,000,000, but a judge lately said 


that he thought $150,000,000 was now nearer 


the mark. 

Still he is the richest man in the. world 

None of the Rothschilds ever had anything 
like his wealth. The banking business of that 
famous house still, of course, goes dn in London, 
Paris and Vienna, but it is now in the hands of 
young men of the Rothschild family, and its 


wealth has been distributed among quite a 
number of its members by will, asone by one 
the old men of the firm died. The combined 
capital of that family is now about $250,000,000, 
and some writers have declared that Mr. Van- 
derbilt's fortune exceeded that of all the Roth- 
schilds put ther, but this is an exaggera- 
tion. it would not be at all surprising if Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s wealth should, before he departs 
this life, fully justify such a statement, 
but for the present it is enongh 
to know that he comes as near as he 
does to the figures mentioned, and that he is not 
only far richer than any single member of the 
Rothschild family, but is, as already stated, the 
wealthiest man in the world. None of the 
traders of antiquity of which we have any 
record, none of the present financial barons of 
France or England, none of the moneyed 
princes of Germany, Austria or Russia, or of 
the world of haute finance anywhere, can re- 
ally compare with him in point of personal 
possessions. Old John Jacob Aster with his 
tortune of $20,000,000 was, forty years ago, the 
Vanderbilt of his day, but qven after making 
due allowances for the greater purchasing 
power of money in those times he came no- 
where near the enormous accumulations of the 
chief millionaire of to-day. 

His wealth is largely in Government bonds 
and railroad securities. He takes an inventor 
of his wealth once a year. In January, 1 
he told a friend that he was worth $194,000,000, 
and added: “I am the richest man in the 
world. In England, the Duke of Westminister 
is said to be worth $200,000,000, but it is mostly 
in land and houses. It does not pay him 2 per 
cent.” This was an unusual outburst of boast- 
fulness on his part. A year ago he had $54,- 
000,000 in Government 4-per cent. bonds, but the 
amount was afterwards reduced to $35,000,000.

The rioting which now attends the tour of 
the Prince of Wales through Ireland is nothing 
more than was expected. Unwise and sadly 
misdirected demonstrations of national senti- 
ment have so long seemed to be the inseparable 
concomitants of every Irish agitation, that 
outsiders generally expect each one of them to 
end in faux-pas and failure from that cause 
alone. The poetry and passion of the Irish 
temperament and its tendency to go into 
whirlwinds of fury over trifies are fllustrated 
in this outbreak, GLapsTows nas sent the 
Prince and Princess of Wales there for no 
other purpose but the political effect their 
reception will have on English sentiment in 
guiding and sustaining his future policy 
towards Ireland. A calm toleration of loyal 
honor ot the per- 
sonally inoffensive Prince and Princess by 
the few people in Ireland who are loyal 
to the English throne, was the obvious policy 
of the wiser leaders of the Irish Nationalists. 
But a few hot-héaded intolerants bave easily 
started a series of mob demonstrations which 
can do the Irish cause no good anywhere, and 
may go to such lengths as to do it incalculable 
injury. Lord Mayor O’Conor, of Dublin, 
made on ass of himself by a violent ‘speech in 
the beginning, threatening counter demon- 
strations of an insulting character if the loy- 
alists should show too much 


enthusiasm in 


receiving the royal visitors. Then, when 
rebuked for this speech, he flopped 
over, made an abject apology 


and tendered atonement by participating con- 
spicuously himself in the reception. Hissed 
for this by a crowd of loyalists when the Prince 
was leaving Dublin, he made another violent 
speech and telegraphed to Mallow a dispatch 
which brought on the affair at Maliow and has 
filled Cork with riotous talk and demonstra- 
tions. How it will end no man can tell, but 
outsiders generally seem to expect the Irish 
populace to give themselves and their cause 
away by conduct which will utterly disarm 
their English friends and arm their enemies 
with new weapons of political warfare against 


ALEXANDER VIXARIONOTAC KOMAROFF is a 
Lieutenant-General, a member of the general 
staif of the Russian army, and he is vouched 
for by the Russian Plenipotentiary at Vienna 
as a brave man in battle, but remarkably cau- 
tious and timid as a commander when it comes 
to taking any responsible action beyond his in- 
structions. The congratulatory approval of 
his action by the Russian Government shows 
that Komarnorr knew what was expected of 
him, and the time of his demonstration against 
Fenj-deh raises a strong presumption that he 
acted on a fresh hint sent out from St. Peters- 
burg about the time GLADSTONE was inform- 
ing the House of the agreement of March 17. 
The English Cabinet may ignore the gross du- 
plicity of Russia's course, and affect a 
faith in her peaceful intentions 
large Russian armies are marching and gather- 
ing on the Afghan frontier, but all the indica- 
tions from Russia point to a determined 
effort to consummate the purpose of the long- 
continued advance towards India. That pur- 
pose was and is to establish a frontier menac- 
ing the tenure of British sovereignty in India, 
and making it far less safe and convenient for 
England to interfere in future Russian demon- 
strations against Turkey and Constantinople. 
In this flank movement the Czar plainly has 
the quiet approval of both Vienna and Berlin. 
Their leaning istoward Russia in this matter, 
and while they are talking peace they are not 
afraid of a war between England and Russia 
which would give Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary a monopoly of Russian trade while it 
lasted, and leave the Czardom in a crippled 
condition and a more docile state of mind.

A Russian order for 25,000 dozen under- 
shirts has given eight months empleyment to a 
knit goods factory at Troy, N. Y., whose opera- 
tives have been idle most of the time fora 
year past. Chicago is filling heavy orders for 
canned meats on British army and navy ac- 
count, and Kansas City has orders to shipe 
vast amount of provisions for the use of the 
Dominon forces operating against Rmt's 
rebels in the Northwest. The iron trade and 
several other branches of manufacturing in- 
dustry, as well as the grain and provision 
trades, have already felt the impetus of the 
active preparations which Russia and Ru- 
gland are making for war while they are talk- 
ing peace.

Poli Taxes. 
From the Boston Herald. 

Undoubtedly voting is a privilege and not a right, 
but it does not on that account follow that it is in- 
oxpedlent to grant this privilege without money 
and without price. In our large cities the continu- 
ance of the poll tas system has been decidediy 
detrimental. It has prevented thousands of men 
from voting whose natural, though somewbat 
sluggish, instincts would have led them to vote the 
right way if tney voted at all. There is a very 
large number of men, a much larger number than 
most persons suppose, who look upon the §2 they 
have to pay as a qualification for voting as a sum 
of money which might be better spent in some 
other way. They are altogether too proud to per- 
mit any one to pay their poll taxes for them, and 
hence they do not vote at all. This accounts for 
the fact that the assessed polls in Boston are ordi- 
nafily twice as numerous asthe voters upon the 
registered list. Besides this, the payment of $2 as 
a poll tax has led to a discreditable use of money at 
election times. Some men are not ashamed to 
have their poll taxes paid, and when candidates 
have to use money in large sums to secure their 
election uit becomes a habit almost to use part of it 
in a thoroughly reprehensible manner. We believe 
that this city would be an enormous gainer by a 
repeal of the poll tax law; that the vote at subse 
quent elections would be larger and in every way a 
more fitting expression of public opinion; and, 
strange as it may seem, we are also disposed to be- 
lieve that such a change would have a tendency to 
greatly improve aud elevate the character of our 
municipal representation. 


Repeal of the Whisky Taxes. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

It is probable the peopie who clamor for repeal 
of the tax on distilled sprite have not duly con- 
sidered the financial consequences of such a meas- 
ure. According to careful estimates there is not 
less than 100,000,000 galions of whisky in the couutry 
on which the tax of ninety cents a gallon has been 
paid, Not less than 50,009,000 galions of this tax 
paid whisky is held by distillers, wholesale and re- 
tail dealers and capitalists, Ban ers and brokers 
bold the whisky as collateral for advances of 
money to manufacturersto pay taxes. Repeal of 
the internal revenues.therefore, without restoration 
by the Government of the taxes already paid on the 
whisky unconsumed. would be a sweeping act of con- 
fiscation which wou bring ruin to thousands. A 
financial crisis would be produced which would not 
stop with the manufacturer, dealers and capitalists 
holding tax-paid whisky, but it would extend to 
other business interests. This is a consideration 
which alone must be decisive against a repeal of the 
whisky taxes unless provision is made by Congress 
to refund the vast sums of money that have been 
paid into the Treasury on spirits still remaining on 
hand, But if the Treasury refund eighty or ninety 
mflions of the reveune under a repeal of the whisky 
taxes whence is the money to come? 


The Newsboy’s Mite. ‘

A day or two ago a bright little newsboy, thinty 
clad, came into the Wor.p office and left $1 50 for 
the Barthoidi Pedestal Fund. He said that the 
money had been contributed by himself and a few 
colleagues who sell papers in aud around Saquth 
Ferry. It was a touching rebuke to the selfish rich 
men and women of this great metropolis, this lutle 
feliow’s story of how those pennies were raised. 
To these boys this paltry contribution meant actual 
deprivation.

An Order Cempelling Attorneys to Leave 
Papers in Court. 


Judge Horner has inaugurated a move, which, if 
followed up by the other Circuit Judges, seriatim, 
or if acted upon by them concertedly at court in 
general term, will lead to the correction 


of one of the greatest nuisances which at present 
prevalls in the management of court records and 
papers. Anorder passed by him yesterday is to 
the effect that no records or papers shall be taken 
from his court withou leave and an 
order of court for tu at rpose 
first having been obtained. Itis a matter of aston- 
ishment to attorneys Outside of St. Louis and to 
those whose practice is confined to the federa! 
courts that such loose methods have so long been 
. to prevail in the Cireuit Court. 

he Court of Appeais allows no 
papers to be taken from the Clerk's office under 
any crcumstances. Theseme rule holds in the 

United States Courts and in fact it may be safely 
asserted in all woll- managed courts throughout the 
country. The fact that any attorney 
2 1 at the bar may into 

be main office of the Circuit Clerk or into any of 
the court rooms, and take whole stacks of papers, 
exhibits, etc., by simply leaving a shp or memoran- 
dum with his name on it us security, is an infringe- 
ment of court rules which should pot for a moment 
be tolerated.

By a rule of Court which 
Uasgbecome a dead letter, no attorney is permitted 
to Withdraw paners from Court without a special 
order. A custom has grown up however, 
by which tue rule is isregarded 
and papers are withdrawn at pleasure. Clerk 
Vogel depiores this state of affairs but sayé he is 
in a measure poweriess without the assistance of 
the judges to enforce the rule. Judge Horner has

RUSSIANS AND TURCOMANS., 


The Nomads Whom Russia Threatens 
to Turn Loose Upon Afghanistan. 
From Le Pays. 

Col. Ivanoff, one of the high Russian officers 
who conducted the Khivan campaign, is stilla 

oung man, very tall and handsome, with a 

air complexion and a full thick beard. This 
beard has won him the appellatio of Sara- 
Sakal-Tura. The Yellow-bearded Chief,” 
and the natives of Turkestan never speak of 
him, nor address him by any other naine hot 
even at official meetings. 

Ivanoff has been for twenty yearsin active 
service in Central Asia;and it would be hard to 
find a keener observer of Oriental manners 
and customs than he. His extraordinary tact, 
resolute character and immense energy, are 
well known to the natives; and it is wholly 
owing to his renown that, although havin 
only two battalions of troops with him, — 
separated by a distance of six weeks’ journey 
from the nearest Russian fortress, he feels 

uite at home in the country of the Amoor- 
Darya and fears no trouble. 

J have known this man since the time of my 
first trip to Central Asia; and I always found 
him the same—calm and collected, never losing 
his presence of mind in any critical situation, 
The following incident affords a good example 
of this faculty he possesses of keeping cool and 
calculating in the midst of danger. Once, 
when accompanied only by three Cossacks, an 
interpreter, and a few natives (Djighites) Ivan- 
off found himself surrounded Pons attacked by 
a band of at least 200 Turkomans. The Rus- 
sians immediately grouped themselves close to- 

ether, back to back, and opened fire. Ivanoff 
ad a six-chambered revolver; he fired five 
shots, and reserved the sixth, in spite of the 
desperate attack of the enemy....When rein- 
forcements arrived—when this handful of Rus- 
sian troops were saved, and the general, severe- 
ly wounded had been carried to camp, some- 
body veutured to ask him what he had reserved 
that last shot for. Why, for myself,” replied 
Ivanoff, very coolly. 1 kept watching to see 
if the Turkomans had lassoes. If I had feit 
the touch of a lasso, the Turkomans might 
have had my corpse, but never a living prison- 
er.
